Oscar M. Hartzell Convicted on 
12 Charges Involving Use 
4 of Mails.

Oscar M. Hartzell, promoter of a 
claim to the Sir Francis Drake 
estate in England, was found guilty 
today on 12 Federal charges of 
using the mails to defraud in col- 
lection of funds for his enterprise. 
Federal Judge George C. Scott 
sentenced him to 10 years in Fed- 
eral penitentiary and fined him 
$2000. 
Carlos Goltz, defense attorney, 
announced the case would be ap- 
pealed. 
The verdict meant the end for 
the jurors of more than three 
weeks of confinement during which 
they were prevented from reading 
newspapers or conversing with oth- 
ers than themselves.

HEARINGS ON NAZIS 


Congressman’s Testimony Be- 
fore House Committee Stirs 
Up Demonstration. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A 
statement by Representative Focht 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, that he re- 
garded Clarence Hathaway of New 
York, editor of the Daily Worker, 
as an anarchist, today broke up the 
public hearings of the House Im- 
migration Committee into alleged 
Nazi propaganda in this country. 
Hathaway, lone witness of the 
session, had just testified tnat he 
was a Communist and opposed to 
present capitalistic form of Gov- 
ernment in the United States. Some 
of. those in the room’ cheered 
Focht’s assertion and others booed 
and hissed. The special detail of 
police immediately restored: order 
as Chairman Dickstein (Dem.), New 
York, pounded the gavel for  si- 
lence.

‘CHRISTMAS’ GIFT 


Fitzpatrick Says He Was 
Told to Keep Quiet About 
$300,000 Payment Out 
of Stock Pool Profit.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 
veracity and good faith of the 
Rockefeller family was challenged 
by a former Rockefeller official in 
a sensationa] appearance before the 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
“mittee this afternoon. It was the 
climax of a spectacular day in the 
‘committee’s investigation of the 
stock market. 

The witness making the charges 
was William Samuel Fitzpatrick, 
former president of the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Co., in which the Rocke- 
feller interests were the largest 
stockholders prior to the company’s 
absorption by the Sinclair Consoli- 
dated Oil Corporation last year. His 
testimony concerned the celebrated 
“Christmas gifts,” totaling $449,000, 
which he received in conjunction 
with the merger and the _ subse- 
quent market profit in Sinclair 
stock in 1929. 

Contradicts Statement. 

After he had testified that the 
sums were paid to him as a reward 
for long and faithful service to the 
Rockefellers, Bertram Cutler, finan- 
cial adviser to the Rockefeller fam- 
ily for the last 32 years, took the 
stand and denied that he ever heard 
of the chief payment ($300,000) un- 
til last week, and added that he 
disapproved of it. He denied Fitz- 
patrick’s statement that they had 
discussed it at the time. 

Thereupon Fitzpatrick, quivering 
with feeling, resumed the stand at 
his own request, and violently con- 
tradicted Cutler’s statement in 
every important particular. He ex- 
panded his own previous testimony, 
and concluded with the assertion 
that Cutler had not only known 
about the $300,000 payment, but had 
warned him to “keep quiet” about ‘it. 

He climaxed his testimony by. de- 
claring that this was the first time 
in an association of more than 20 
years that he had “ever heard a 
false statement from a representa- 
tive of the Rockefeller family.” 

As Cutler left the committee 
room, after Fitzpatrick’s accusa- 


tions, he was asked if he would re- 


turn to the stand. “Haven't any- 
thing to do with that,” he replied. 
It was suggested that he might 
emulate Fitzpatrick’s example by 
asking to be heard in his own be- 
half. He laughed and hurried out 
of the building. 

Without expressly sayin sO, 
Fitzpatrick deliberately conneana

world injure your health by any in- 
sistence on my part that you carry 
on the impossible task of running 
the Treasury Department and sim- 
ultaneously giving full obedience 
to the doctor’s orders. 


“The first consideration is your 
complete recuperation and this can 
only be accomplished by giving up 
all work for the next few months. 


“If you will do this, it is not only 
my hope but also my sincere belief 
that in a few months you will be 
able once more to give to the Gov- 
ernment the fine, unselfish service 
which all of us in Washington have 
so greatly appreciated. We need 
you back again, and the country 
needs you back again. 


“For this reason, I am going to 
ask you to withhold your resigna- 
tion; to take a complete leave of 
absence and to do all you can to 
get full health and strength, with- 
out any responsibility or thought 
of work. 


“I hope that you will do this for 
me because of my own personal af- 
fectionate regard for you and be- 
cause of the very great services 
which you have given to our coun- 
try during a critical period of our 
history.

Woodin Under Fire in Senate. 


Woodin was president of the 
American Car & Foundry Co. be- 
fore he entered the Cabinet.

CROWD ASSAILS

Outburst Follows Connal-

Fear Investigation. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 15. — To- 
day’s session of the special Senate 
Committee investigating Senator 
John H. Overton's election opened 


:lwith an uproar from the crowd 


when Chairman Tom Connally 


1|(Dem.), Texas, said the only people 


who were afraid of the investiga- 
tion were the “cowards of Louisi- 
ana.” 

Men and women jumped to their 
feet and demanded an explanation 
from the chairman. One man in 
the gallery shouted: “Come outside 
if you think I’m a coward.” 

Burt Henry, president of the Hon- 
est Election League, that withdrew 
from the investigation with the 
statement it had no confidence in 
the committee, walked down the 
center aisle, exclaiming: “Where 
do you get that coward stuff?” 
Chairman Connally sought vainly 
to quell the disturbance, calling for 
order and pounding the gavel until 
it broke and the head fell into the 
water pitcher. Police guards who 


-lwere stationed in the room moved 


among the spectators and sought 
to quiet them. 

Mrs. Hilda Phelps Hammond, 
chairman of the Women’s Commit- 
tee of Leuisiana, which is seeking 
to unseat both Senator Overton and 
his ally, Senator Huey P. Long, 
juraped to her feet and said: “The 
women of Louisiana are no cow- 
ards.” She announced the Wom- 
en’s Committee had made defir:te 
charges against the Senate Com 
mittee and was willing to “go any- 
where to prove them.” 
The chairman sought to 
her, but the crowd yelled: 
to him, Mrs. Hammond.” 
Calm finally was restored by Sen- 
ator M. M. Legan, who had been 
the butt of the crowd’s gibes for 
two days hefore Chairman Con- 
nally arrived from Texas. Logan 
diverted the crowd by asking them 
to stop smoking, as it was against 
the committee rules. He said he 
was sure they did not mean to be 
discourteous and appealed to them 
to be quiet. 

Assails Investigators Charges. 
The disorder was precipitated by 
Chairman Comnally’s opening state- 
ment in which he said the remarks 
on Monday, of the committee’s in- 
vestigator, John B. Holland, that 
Connally was afraid to attend the 
opening of the investigation were 
“Silly, asinine and false.” He said 
Holland’s charges that the commit- 
tee was refusing to investigate were 
also “silly and false.” 

“About my being afraid,” said 
Connally, “the only persons afraid 
of this investigation are you cow- 
ards in Louisiana.” 

After the disturbance had subsid- 
ed, Connally said the audience had 
not permitted him to complete his 
statement as he did “not mean all 
the people of Louisiana but re- 
ferred to those who slip’ around and 
whisper and are afraid to come be- 
fore the committee and testify.” 

Broussard Watcher Testifies. 
George L. Hazleton, who de- 
scribed himself as a Broussard 
watcher at the polls during the 1932 
election in which Overton defeated 
Broussard, testified that the vote 
tally was made at noon. , 
“They just marked 400 on the 
tickets before, I guess, only 200 had 
voted,” he said. 

Hazleton said the final count 
showed 471 votes for Overton and 
15 for Broussard and that the only 
votes he was allowed to count were 
the 15 for Broussard. 

Hazleton said the Overton com- 
missioners and watchers at the pre- 
cinct “let anybody vote who came 
along.” 

At noon on election day, Hazleton 
said an Overton commissioner told 
him he “would get through early 
today as he already had given Over- 
ton 400 votes.”

Believer in ‘Managed Currency’ 


Long Adviser of Roosevelt, Advocate of Gold 
Buying and One of Three Who Have 
Been Fixing the Price. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Presi- 
dent Roopsevelt’s appointment of his 
close friend, Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
as acting Secretary of the Treasury 
for the period of Secretary Wood- 
in’s leaveof absence, is a clear in- 
dication that the “managed cur- 
rency” policy of the administration 
will be vigorously carried forward. 

Morgenthau is in full sympathy 
with the present gold-buying plan, 
which the President has described 
as a step in the direction of a Man- 
aged currency, and is one of the 
three men who have daily been fix- 
ing the domestic price of gold un- 
der that plan. ‘The others are Jesse 
Jones of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, and Dean Acheson, 
Undersecretary of the Treasury. 
Takes Charge for Critical Period. 

Morgenthau steps up from the 
governorship of the Farm Credit 
Administration, itself an office of 
high importance, to the headship 
of the Treasury for an indefinite 
time. The months just ahead, it is 
recognized, are likely to be a criti- 
cal time in the development of the 
President’s financial] policies. Mor- 
genthau’s, next to the President's, 
will be the guiding hand in their 
execution. 

In order that Morgenthau may 
devote his full time to his Trea- 
sury work, a new governor of the 
Farm Credit Administration will be 
appointed. 

The choice of the young New 
York farm editor—he is only 42—to 
head the Treasury is seen as an- 
other significant tie-up between the 
administration and Prof. G. F. 
Warren of Cornell, author of the 
financia] theories which the Presi- 
dent, through the gold-buying plan, 
is putting into effect in the effort 
to boost commodity prices. 

Long Associated With Warren. 

Morgenthau studied agreculture 
under Warren, who is a professor 
of- farm management, at Cornell, 
and the two later were associated 
if an official] advisory council on 
agriculture which Mr. Roosevelt 
named when he was Governor of 
New York. Morgenthau afterward 
was chairman of the official State 
Conservation Commission of New 
York, of which Warren was a mem- 
ber. 

The association was continued 
after Morgenthau became head of 


the National Farm Credit Admin- 


istration, one of his first acts be- 
ing to name as his executive as- 
sistant Prof. William I. Myers, a 
‘colleague in the Agricultural Eco- 
nomics Department¢at Cornell. 
Morgenthau accompanied Mr. 
Roosevelt on some of his campaign 
trips, and throughout the campaign 
was one of his most trusted advis- 
ers. Since March 4 he has been in 
the group closest to the President. 
An assignment lately given Mor- 
genthau was to act as a sort of 
clearing house for all proposals 
looking to the development of trade 
relations with Russia, He has been 
mentioned as a possible choice for 
Ambassador to Russia. 
Woodin May Be Out Permanently. 
Though. Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Woodin is taking a leave of 
absence instead of resigning, the 
belief is widespread in Washington 
that he is leaving the Treasury for 
good. A demand went up for his 
resignation after the disclosure be- 
fore the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee last spring that, 
before becoming Secretary of the 
Treasury, he was on the “preferred” 
list of Morgan customers who re- 
ceived stuck at bargain prices. 


Both the President and Woodin 
at that time and on subsequent oc- 
casions scotched rumors that Wood- 
in was about to go, but the report 
persisted that he would resign as 
soon as he could do so without ap- 
pearing to be qutting under fire. 

Woodin has been out of Wash- 
ington so much of late hé has be- 
come known as the “absentee” Sec- 
retary. Some of the most ‘mpor- 
tant decisions of the administra- 
tion on fiscal policy have been tak- 
en in his absence. 

Acheson’s Retirement Unexpected. 

The retirement of Dean Acheson, 
the young Undersecretary of the 
Treasury, was unexpected. 

Though the President did not say 
so, it is known that Acheson is leav- 
ing because he is out of sympathy 
with some phases of the present 
monetary policy. He is said to have 
questioned the legality of the Presi- 
dent’s gold-buying order. An opin- 
ion upholding the order was issued 
by Attorney-General Cummings. 

The official explanation of Ache- 
son’s resignation was that the Pres- 
ident wanted someone of broader 
financial experience in the post of 
Undersecretary during Woodin’s 
leave of absence.

Factor himself is fighting extra- 
dition to England, where he is 
charged with having mulcted Brit- 
ish investors of $7,000,000 in a stock 
promotion scheme, 

W. W. Dunn, sales manager of 
the Theo. Hamm’s Brewing Co., 
of which Hamm is president, testi- 
fied about the ransom notes he re- 
ceived from the kidnapers. One 
demanded $100,000. Another threat- 
ened death to both Dunn and Hamm 
unless payment were made imme- 
diately and warned the ransom 
would be increased to $150,000 if 
the demands were not immediately 
met, he said.

Unorganized Home a Problem. 


“A three-minute telephone call 
gives us an idea of whether a home 
is well regulated,” Mrs. Buckner 
said, “and our real problem is the 
unorganized home. Yet, in general, 
we have no complaint against em- 
ployers because we realize most of 
them have had low wages forced on 
them.” 


Necessity for efficient homes was 
emphasized ‘by Mrs. A. S. Langs- 
dorf, who pointed out that the hu- 
man factor must be the first con- 
sideration, making a “too efficient” 
home defeat its own purpose. 

Mental hygiene within the home, 
she continued, precludes the spec- 
tacle of a working daughter return- 
ing to a sloppy home, or, on the 
other hand, a home so neat that a 
misplaced pillow is a crime. Each 
member of the family should have 
a “room he can mess up and leave 
messed up,” she said in discussing 
the need for personal relationships 
within the home. 


Position of Maid in Home. 


Mrs. Langsdorf pointed out that 
the maid “is in the peculiar posi- 
tion of being in the home and not 
of it” and, stressed the fairness of 
planning duties so that the em- 
ploye might have leisure hours. Yet 
she recognized that any home 
schedule must be flexible, to pro- 
vide for such emergencies as ill- 
ness or “unexpected company.” 
Such factors, besides personal re- 
lationships, preclude any analogy 
between a home and factory, she 
said. 

Turning to the division of labor 
in a home, Mrs. Langsdorf said all 
should have certain duties. A wom- 
an who desires a “real career,” she 
asserted, must give up at least 
half of her time to it. 

“The child does not respect the 
career woman who never has time 
to be a mother,” she said, “or the 
household drudge who never has 
time to be a playmate.” 

Mrs. Langdorf concluded with a 
plea for “an NRA code for mothers 
who have no leisure time at all.”

IRONWORKERS DEATHS 
HELD 10 BE ACCIDENT 


Witnesses at Inquest Tell How. 
Girder Gave Way Killing 
Two at Federal Bldg. 


A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned today in the deaths 
of Carl Berger and Henry Kimmer- 
ling, steelworkers killed yesterday. 
when a second floor girder of the 
new Federal Building gave way, 
dropping the men and 22 tons of 
steel 50 feet to the basement. 

Testimony was that the girder 
had been bolted several days ago 
to others forming part of the sec- 
ond story floor, as support for a 
platform built to store beams to 
be used in construction of the up- 
per stories. It was to be removed 
when the need for storage space 
ended. 

Three beams had been placed on 
the platform, and when the fourth 
one was let down on it by a block 
and tackle, the girder broke loose, 
shearing off cleanly the bolts which 
secured it. The witnesses were not 
asked how many bolts had held the 
girder in place, but in response to 
questions said it was fastened in 
the usual manner. 3 

John S. Ware, 4135 Labadie ave- 
nue, who saved himself by running 
back on the platform when he 
heard the girder begin to break 
loose, testified the fourth beam Was 
let down gently, and gave his opin- 
ion that its weight was sufficient 
to cause the girder to shear the 
bolts which held it. 

The signal man, Louis Karcher, 
4440A Farlin avenue, and the hoist- 
ing engineer, Ellis G. Henson, of 
Pine Lawn, also testified the beam 
was let down slowly. 

There was no testimony on how 
many beams were to have been 
stored on the platform nor explana- 
tion of why the girder should give 
way when the fourth cne was 
placed on it,. and this line of in- 
quiry was not pursued by Deputy 
Coroner Sweeney nor Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney McLaughlin, who as- 
sisted in conducting the inquest.

Ad Club Puts Mayor's 
Policy on Its Gridiron 


Lets Him Reply to 


At Annual Cisne Goads Him in Skit and 


Appeal of St. Louis 


for “Work Not Soup.” 


So the Advertising Club of St. 
Louis had plenty of precedent for 
the robust way it handled Mayor 
Dickmann at its second annual 
Gridiron dinner at Hotel Jefferson 
last night. 

As with Hamlet, the play was 
the thing wherewith the Advertis- 
ing Club sought to catch the con- 
science and appeal to the civic spirit 
of the Mayor, who was seated near 
the center of the head table. The 
club’s players staged a scene which 
showed the Mayor, in his office, 
listening to the appeal of Saint 
Louis for “work, not soup.” 

Saint Louis, who wore the conven- 
tional knightly armor, was accom- 
panied by the Wolf, representing 
unemployment and hunger, and 
reinforcing the demand for work, 
which, the Mayor was told, might 
well be done on the river front. 

Covering the Water Front. 

“Let us cover the water front!” 
the Saint urged. “Cover it with 
modern highways, with grass, with 
buildings. Uncle Sam will furnish 
us $13,000,000, and I'll underwrite 
the rest. Don’t be so wrapped up 
in the real estate business that you 
can’t hear the appeal for employ- 
ment.” 

In a previous scene, the visit of 
the Mayor to Secretary Ickes, in 
charge’ of the public works pro- 
gram at Washington, had been 
shown, and the Secretary had prom- 
ised $40,000,000 for St. Louis’ needs. 
With this in mind, the Mayor was 
pictured as hesitating, and solilo- 
quizing Hamlet-fashion, “To issue 


bonds or not, that is the ques- 
tion.” 
The scene progressed to show 


the petitioners having their way, 
and the Mayor joining hands with 
them, while all chanted: “We'll 
cover the water front!” But a mo- 
ment later this was seen to have 
been just a dream, and the May- 
or’s impersonator, rubbing his eyes, 
exclaimed, “That’s what I get for 
going on one of Charlie Hay’s wild 
parties.” 

Both the topic and the manner 
of its treatment appealed to the 
gathering, and the bit of drama 
went over big, winning applause 
which marked it as the hit of the 
evening, quite overshadowing the 
nine skits which had preceded it, 
on local and national themes. 

Dickmann Replies to Attack. 

Mayor Dickmann, unltke Ham- 
let’s royal stepfather, got right up 


| and talked back at the players and 


the assembled members and guests 
of the Advertising Club. He did not 
speak of unemployment, but of the 
water front part of the proposal, 
which he ridiculed. 

“I have learned here,” the Mayor- 
in-person said, “that public im- 
provements can be financed with 
wind, that taxes can be paid with 
jokes, that mortgages can be lifted 
by cartoons and editorials, and that 
we have a Brain Trust competent 
to handle all our city problems. 

“We may wreck home owners, 
and cripple business, but to hell 
with all of them, so long as we 
cover the water front. I have 
thought Forest Park, Tower Grove 
Park and our other parks were 
places of beauty, but I was wrong. 
I shall put a settee somewhere out 
on the water front, and spend my 
old age watching crates and dead 
animals floating down on thé mud- 
dy river. 

“The future of St. Louis is 
wrapped up in the water front, and 
the catfish industry. Let’s bring 
the suckers in the river close to the 
suckers on the bank. And all this 
time I had been supposing it was 
a beer front, not a water front, that 
St. Louis most desired.” 


Bottles for Souvenirs. 


More than 300 members and 
guests of the Advertising Club at- 
tended the dinner, which was a for- 
mal-dress' stag affair, with elabo- 
rate settings. Each guest’s name 
was printed on the silvered cover 
of his menu, and on the box which 
contained his souvenir, a small bot- 
tle with a foreign label on which 
the word “Aguardiente” was notice- 
able. The Spanish dictionary says 
this means “brandy.” 

The stage acts were directed by 
L. A. Zimmermann, and 50 mem- 
bers of the Advertising Club and of 


the actors and authors. Larry Mul- 
len had’ the role of Mayor Dick- 
mann. 

The acts were interspersed with 
the serving of dinner courses, so 
that the eating and the acting con- 
tinued until nearly 11 o'clock. 
“Prophet and Loss,” the first of the 
skits, was about baseball and the 
Cardinals’ sad finish after Branch 
Rickey’s bright hopes. “We Gotta 
Have a Finale” was the attempt of 
Republican party strategists to find 
an issue for the 1934 campaign. Dr. 
E. B. Clements, Republican Nation- 
al Committeeman, was in tne audi- 
ence.

House Holds Up Till Friday 
Action on Attempt to 
Take It Out of Control 
of Lay and Maxey.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15.— 
Supporters of Gov. Park in his 
fight on the public utility lobby at 
the Capitol won an inning this af- 


ternoon in the House of Repre-|| 


sentatives after a temporary check 
a few hours earlier. 

On motion of Representative Lay 
of Warsaw, a member of the com- 
mittee appointed yesterday at the 
request of the Governor, to investi- 
gate the lobby, the House reconsid- 
ered the vote by which it had adopt- 
ed a motion by Representative 
Keating, Democratic floor’ leader 
to increase the size of the commit- 
tee from three to seven. The effect 
of Keating’s motion was to take 
control of the investigation out of 
the hands of Representative Maxey, 
the chairman, and Lay. 

Wins by Majority of Nine. 

At the afternoon session Lay of- 
fered his motion to rescind the ac- 
tion on the ground that no member 
of the commitee was present when 
Keating and Speaker Meredith 
rushed through the Keating mo- 
tion. The House supported Lay by 
a vote of 54 to 45. The Keating 
motion will be taken up again Fri- 
day when Maxey returns to the 
House. 

Keating’s earlier motion was of- 
fereti after visits to the Speaker 
by Keating and by Anthony A. Bu- 
ford, representative of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing interests 
who also durin gthe regular session 
was active in support of the “mys 
tery bill” introduced by his father 
Senator Buford, and advocated by 
the Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. 

Park Sends for Speaker. 

Gov. Park, who had not hereto- 
fore appeared publicly as officially 
interested in the resolution, sent for 
the Speaker as soon as he learned 
of the changed condition of the in- 
vestigation. He refused to say the 
exact purpose of the summons, but 
the inference conveyed at the ex- 
ecutive offices was that “the Gov- 
ernor had on his fighting clothes” 
and expected to have a talk with 
the Speaker about the makeup of 
the committee. 

Meredith disclosed ‘today that in 
naming Representatives Maxey, 
Lay and Pressley on the originally 
appointed committee he had acted 
at the specific request of the Gov- 
ernor, who has publicly complained 
of the activity of the public utility 
lobby against his public works pro- 
gram to permit small municipali- 
ties to build municipal utility plants. 

Protest by Lay Fails. 

In offering his motion to enlarge 
the committee from three to seven, 
Keating acted over the protest of 
Representative Lay, who requested 
him to withhold it until the return 
of Maxey, who was away from Jef- 
ferson City on a one-day business 
trip. 
Keating’s only explanation was 
that there had been criticism from 
House members of the size, of the 
committee and that there had been 
complaints that all the members 
were considered anti-utility 

The motion was put and’ rushed 
through while Representative 
Hodges of Callaway County, Speak- 
er pro-tem, was vainly trying to ob- 
tain recognition from Speaker 
Meredith. Hodges said later that 
he had intended to raise the point 
of order that the oral motion was 
out of order, and that under parlia- 
mentary rules the resolution adopt- 
ed yesterday could be changed only 
by adoption of a motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which it was 
passed, then amend it and repass 
it. After the action-had been taken 
Meredith said that Keating was 
the principal “moving agent” in en- 
larging the committee. He _ said 
Keating had protested to him and 
against the committee he had ap- 
pointed, and that he had told Keat- 
ing that he had named Maxey, 


Lay and Pressley at the express re-

NEW CV WORKS 
PLAN OUTLINED 
TO GOVERNORS 


$400,000,000 Fund Will Be 
Used to Hold Back Un- 
employment Till Major 
Projects Begin, Ickes Says 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes today 
characterized the new $400,000,000 
civil works fund as a means for 
holding back the line of unemploy- 
ment this winter until major proj- 
ects under the $3,000,000,000 Public 
Works Administration can get fully 


under way. 

Addressing the Governors of 20 
states, the Mayors of 150 cities and 
more than 200 other officials, gath- 
ered as a relief convention, he told 
of plans aimed to hire 4,000,000 men 
until Feb. 1 through allotments un- 
der the $400,000,000 fund. 

-Harry L. Hopkins, the Civil 
Works Adiminstrator, previously 
had urged that relief funds be used 
to pay actual wages for work done 
in addition to this sum. 

Officials crowded in one of the 
main dining rooms of the Hotel 
Mayflower applauded both Ickes 
and Hopkins. They will meet with 
President . Roosevelt at the White 
House during the late afternoon. 

“We intend to go through with 
this regardless,” Hopkins told the 
officials. “I'do not anticipate that 
anyone will endeavor to inject poli- 
tics of personal gain into the plan. 
We do not intend to tolerate such.” 

The Proposed Wages. 

Hopkins set minimum wages un- 
der his fund for three sub-divisions 
of the country. These provide that 
unskilled labor in the Southern 
zone shall be paid not less than 40 
cents, with a 45-cent minimum in 
the Central zone and 50 cents in 
the North. 

Skilled labor which may be neces- 
sary on the projects will be paid $1 
an hour in the Southern zone, $1.10 
in the Central zone and $1.20 in the 
‘North. 

For purposes of determining 
wage rates, Hopkins, the Civil 
Works Administrator, outlined the 
three zones as follows: 

Southern—South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Florida, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Arizona, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas and New Mexico. 

Central — Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, Tennessee, Colorado, Utah, 
California, North Carolina, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nevada and the District of 
Columbia. 

Northern—Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Indiana, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Wy- 
oming, Oregon, South Dakota, Ida- 
ho, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, 
Illinois, Iowa, North Dakota, Mon- 
tana and Washington. 

30-Hour Week Provided. 

The rules call for a 30-hour week 
except in executive, administrative 
and supervisory positions insofar as 
practicable. 

Beginning tomorrow Hopkins 
said the Public Works administra- 
tion would begin turning over to 
the Civil Work Administration what 
are known as “border line” proj- 
ects. These can be started almost 
at once. No large buildings or 
bridges or similar projects will be 
considered. 

Referring to the persons left on 
the relief rolls, which stil] include 
about 1,000,000 families, Hopkins 
explained that “Federal emergency 
relief funds may be used to pay 
wages to persons transferred from 
relief rolls to civil works projects.” 

“Wherever state and local laws 
permit,” he said. “It is urged that 
state and local relief funds be 
similarly used. If this is not pos- 
sible it is suggested that the funds 


gency Relief Administration be al- 
located entirely to civil works 
projects and state and local relief 
funds be used for direct relief.”

CLEVELAND, Nov. 15.—Not yet, 
says Col. Leonard P. Ayres, econo- 
mist and vice-president of the 
Cleveland Trust Co., has an “influ- 
ence on prices” through the admin- 
istration’s manipulation of the dol-

MUNCIE, Ind., Nov. 15.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace told 
Indiana farmers and business men 
last night that America should re- 
duce tariffs or cut production or 
adopt a compromise course, and be 
ready to stick to it for 10 or 15 
years, 

Members of the Eastern Indiana 
Livestock Breeders’ Association 
gave the Secretary an ovation us 
he completed his address which 
had White House approval. 

The meeting formally opened the 
corn-hog production control pro- 
gram in Indiana. 

Adjustments and a planned pro- 
gram will be essential whether the 
policy adopted is internationalism, 
nationalism or a combination of 
the two, he said, visualizing a 
standard of living “two or three 
times that which we had in 1929,” 
as within the nation’s reach should 
it pursue a definite plan. 


Says Firmness Is Vital. 
“The important thing,” he said, 
“once we have fully debated and 
understood the issues from a long- 
time point of view, is that we fol- 
low out the policy steadfastly and 
firmly in all its implications even 
though certain people are hurt. 
“If we follow the international 
program, we absolutely must _re- 
ceive great quantities of goods 
from abroad and must not be dis- 
turbed by the clamor of people who 
are hurt thereby. If we follow the 
national program, we must _reso- 
lutely plan to keep 50,000,000 acres 
of land out of use, no matter how 
loud may be the outcry of certain 
carrying, handling, processing and 
exporting interests. 

“If we decided to lower our tar- 
iff only part way and reduce our 
fp -reage only part way, we must 
have the courage to do sufficient

“Ninety-five per cent of all Amer- 
icans,” Earle said, “are either fu- 
gitives from persecution or de- 
scendants from people who crossed 
the ocean because of religious or 
racial persecution.

The United States, he declared, 
regards Austria’s growth and in- 
dependence sympathetically and 
is anxious to help Austria, but he 
acvised against anti-Semitism.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 
Agricultural Adjustment Act was 
held constitutional for the second 
time today in the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court. 

Justice Daniel W. O’Donoghue 
dismissed a petition for an injunc- 
tion restraining the Secretary of 
Agriculture from enforcing certain 
regulations in connection with the 
Philadelphia milk shed agreement 
on prices and trade practices. 

The Capital City Milk Producers’ 
Association of Pennsylvania had 
contended the agreement was il- 
legal. They will appeal today’s de- 
cision, which was similar to that 
given in a Chicago milk case some 
weeks back. 

O’Donoghue’s opinion follows: 

“The Court finds that the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act, passed by 
Congress May 12, 1933, is constitu- 
tional and that the regulations and 
licenses promulgated and issued 
thereunder are reasonable and 
valid. 

“The act is based upon a ‘funda- 
mental law of nature. . . namely: 

“Every man _ is_ his brother’s 
keeper; every man is responsible 
more or less for the welfare of 
his fellow men; every man must 
so use that which is his as not to 
injure another. 

“Both the spirit of the Constitu- 
tions and the Constitution itself 
are based upon this elemental law 
of nature. Justice to all with the 
greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber must be the cardinal rule of 
all government. 

“The production and distribution 
of milk, a necessity of life, for large 
congested urban centers, left to 
selfish, ruthless, uncontrolled com- 
petition, have not only failed but 
are threatening ruin and chaos to 
producer, distributer and consumer. 
In the existing emergency state 
governments are powerless to meet 
the situation. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has assumed the duty and 
acted. 

“In the opinion of this court it 
has not acted unconstitutionally. 

“Accordingly, the court will dis- 
charge the rule to show cause and 
will refuse to grant the temporary 
injunsction and will grant the mo- 
tion to dismiss the bill of com- 
plaint.”

Secretary Roper Says 


if Test Is Successful, 


Line-of Such Stations to Europe 
Will Be Built.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper said today 
the Public Works Administration 
had allotted $1,500,000 to build a 
seadrome one quarter of the regu- 
lar size, 500 miles off the Atlantic 
coast, for experimental purposes. 

If the experiment succeeds, Roper 
said full sized seadromes, 1250 feet 
long, would be placed at 500-mile 
intervals across the ocean to Eu- 
rope. 

Roper estimated that about four 
months would be required to build 
the demonstration section. The en- 
tire airway would cost $30,000.000 
and about 80 per cent of the total 
would go for labor, employing 10,- 
000 men for two years. 

The development is also depend- 
ent on the approval of the State 
Department, he said, adding this 
was expected momentarily. 

“Studies conducted by the de- 
partment’s aeronautical experts 
show that an airway of these float- 


ing islands will assure efficient, 
safe, dependable and profitable 24- 


hour mail, passenger and express 
airplane service between the prin- 
cipal cities of the Atlantic sea- 
board and Western European cap- 
itals,” Secretary Roper said. “The 
landing facilities of the Atlantic 
airway would be made available to 
any commorecial aviation company 
or individual of any country on 
equal toll schedules, and these toll 
charges, it is estimated, will more 
than pay the operating expenses of 
the floating islands. 

“The first island, 500 miles off 
the Atlantic Coast, could be lo-

PROGRESS ON RUSSIA 


Says Delay in Negotiations 
Doesn’t Indicate Failure— 
Sees Litvinoff Again. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Presi- 
dent Poosevelt ,said today after a 
conversation with Maxim Litvinoff 
that negotiations on Russian rela- 
tions were proceeding normally, but 
did not indicate a definite time for 
any announcement. 

The President advised reporters 
at a press conference not to limit 
themselves to Friday or even Mon- 
day in forecasting an announce- 
ment, adding that if things were 
not signed, sealed and delivered by 
Friday it would by no means indi- 
cate that his negotiations with the 
Soviet Commissar had broken down. 

The President said that his dis- 
cussions with Litvinoff were mak- 
ing distinct progress. 

The visit of the Russian Commis- 
sar of Foreign Affairs was not 
scheduled long in advance, it hav- 
ing been explained previously that 
the President would receive him 
whenever various points were ready 
for discussion. 

Litvinoff conferred with the 
President again early this after- 
noon. 

It was their first personal con- 
versation since the two-hour confer- 
ence in President Roosevelt's study 
Sunday night. In the meantime, 
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Litvinoff has not conferred directly 
with State Department officials. 

It was knewn that President 
Roosevelt sought an understanding 
on religious freedom for American 
nationals in Russia. Linked with 
liberty of worship were other sub 
jects involving the rights of citizer.s 
of the respective nations while in 
the other’s territory.

The rural communities of the State are almost sol- 


These communities have a preponderance of

rural legislators can see in it something that is to 
them distasteful. 
They are therefore about to make a mistake, and 
it is one against which we utter a solemn warning. 
There is a way of life in the cities that is unlike the 
way of life in rural communities. This is not said in 
disparagement of the way of life in rural communi- 
ties. It is a fact which must be faced. City people 
who go to a restaurant after the theater are the same 
in St. Louis, in Kansas City, in Joplin and Spring- 
field, as city people are the world around. It is their 
custom, if they so desire, to have something to drink. 
They are not drunkards. They are decent and re- 
spectable people, usually the bone and sinew of the 
communities in which they live. 
This is also true of life in the city hotels, as it is 
true of life in the clubs. The people who thrust na- 
tional prohibition upon the country injected hypoc- 
risy into the social life of all urban communities, 
into hotels, into restaurants, into clubs. It came to 
disrespect for law in the United States, a social de- 
moralization that bore at length the bitter fruit of 
gangsterism and corruption of our jurisprudence. 
The Judge and the citizen who drank in the protec- 
tion of their club became at length the exemplars 
of the boctlegger and the gunman. It was this that 
not merely destroyed temperance, the goal of prohibi- 
tion, but demoralized society, the improvement of 
which is the objective of all reform. 
Let the Missouri Legislature be warned by that 
tragedy. The cities of Missouri have no wish to 
thrust upon rural communities a way of life distaste- 
ful to them. They respect absolutely the difference 
between the two ways of life. They are perfectly will- 
ing that rural communities should live as they wish. 
Why, then, should not the rural communities of 
Missouri respect the wishes of the cities? If they 
do not respect them, the cities will go right on liv- 
ing as they have lived under national prohibition. We 
will have missed a great opportunity to recognize so- 
cial dissimilarities to which we must adapt ourselves 
if the law is to be respected. To distinguish real 
hotels. restaurants and clubs from pretense is an ad- 
ministrative function. 
We are far from wishing to threaten the Legisla- 
ture. Nothing is more remote from our purpose than 
to preach lawlessness. As a matter of fact, we are 
advising the Legislature in the way of wisdom. We 
are pleading for law and order. The people on the 
Governor’s commission balanced all these things per- 
fectly in their recommendation. To unbalance them, 
as the special session is about to do, is to spurn 
good advice. 
Have we not had enough of that gall which is the 
fruit of folly?

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RENO’S REBELLION. 
The farmers’ strike in the corn belt seems to be a 
one-man affair. It might not be amiss to call it 
Reno’s rebellion. It was evident, in his Des Moines 
talk, that Secretary Wallace did not regard it seri- 
ously, though he deplored the violence as a piece of 
destructive folly which would alienate a public opin- 
ion which had finally been mobilized in the farmers’ 
behalf. And Gen. Johnson, in his hurried observa- 
tion, was convinced the West was almost unanjmous- 
ly back of the recovery program. 
A survey conducted by the Des Moines Tribune 
confirms Gen. Johnson's impression. Reporters de- 
tailed to canvass a number of counties found the 
prevailing sentiment to be that “Roosevelt is really 
doing something; he is on the right track, and he ‘s 
working for us.” 
Unrest in the corn belt, according to a Des Moines 
dispatch in the New York Herald Tribune, is con- 
fined to the area around two market centers, Sioux 
City and Omaha. And, notwithstanding the highway 
picketing and vandalism, receipts of farm produce 
have not been seriously affected. 
The Iowa farmer, as a class, is not on strike, it 
is explicitly stated, and not in sympathy with the 
so-called holiday. Substantial reasons are given. A 
year ago, his corn was worth 10 cents a bushel, and 
today the farmer can borrow 50 cents a bushel on his 
crop and keep it on the farm. Again, the Federal 
Government will distribute $493,000,000 in corn-hog 
reduction bonuses and rentals, of which $70,000,000 
will go to Iowa farmers. Against those facts, the

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THE LOBBY INQUIRY. 
-| At last, Missouri is to discover what has been going 
on behind the scenes at Jefferson City. 

As a result of a resolution passed by the lower 
-| house of the Missouri Assembly, an investigation of 
lobbies and lobbyists will be conducted by a-commit- 
tee of three: Herman O. Maxey of Butler, who of- 
fered the resolution and who distinguished himself 
at the regular session by fighting the Buford mys- 
‘tery bill; Henry P. Lay of Warsaw and Lawrence 
Presley of Dallas County. Representatives way and 
Presley, like Representative Maxey, are critics of 
lobbying, particularly utility lobbying. 

The investigation will undoubtedly provide many 
important disclosures. Mr. Maxey recognizes the 
right of the utility industry or any other industry 
to appear before committees with arguments against 
legislation, but he insists that lobbyists have not 
stopped at legitimate exercise of their rights. He 
proposes to find out just what they are doing to im- 
pede the Governor’s emergency program, and to ex- 
pose their practices to the public view. 
It is about time the Legislature took the aggres- 
sive against the wrecking crews which the utilities 


While the State faces a crisis that forced the Gov- 
ernor to take the extraordinary measure of calling a 
special session, these cbstructionists are evidently 
pulling every possible wire to make that session a 
ghastly farce. 
One of the measures the utility lobby is fighting is 
a change in the law by which a simple majority of 
votes would determine the outcome of public owner- 
ship elections, as against the presemt requirement of 
two-thirds. Two elections in St. Charles this year 
on a bond issue for a municipal power plant resulted 
in large majorities for the bond issue, but the vcte 
in each instance fell just a little short of the nec- 
essary two-thirds. Yet, in franchise elections, a sim- 
ple majority is sufficient to carry the day. Gov. 
Park proposes to remedy this obvious inequality. The 
utilities want to preserve it. They want majority 
rule in franchise elections, but would deny the people 
the right to hold municipal ownership elections on 
the same basis. 
It is of no concern to the lobbies that the unem- 
ployed in Missouri are on the verge of starvation; 
that the State has been unable to pay salaries out of 
its treasury; that the penal and eleemosynary insti- 
tutions are in a scandalous state of disrepair; that 
thousands upon thousands are crying for work. The 
lobbies are concerned only with preserving their own. 
power over the State Government, a power they have 
exercised ruthlessly and corruptly. 
The Governor himself has raised the question as to 
who is running the State, the people or the special 
interests? It is for the Maxey committee to find out.

One of our readers, after noting reference in these 
columns to Vincent Starrett’s book, “The Private Life 
of Sherlock Holmes,” writes that it contains the most 
glaring contradiction he has seen in a single volume. 
His complaint is that the book includes a description 
of the house of Sherlock Holmes, a photograph of it, 
and then lets the reader down with a thud in the last 
paragraph by admitting that the house never exist- : 
ed. We are spurred to answer, not by the correspond- 
ent’s unhappy state’of mind, but because it is an op 
portunity to give credit to an addition to detective 
lore which locally has never received due notice. The 
man who studied Doyle’s writings and mapped Baker 
street in the hope of locating No. 221-B and then 
photographed the house which seemed the most ac- 
curate choice, is'a St. Louis roentgenologist, Dr. Gray 
Chandler Briggs. All this is brought out by Mr. Star- 
rett, who lays no claim to the result of Dr. Briggs’ 
painstaking labor, but respects it as admirable Sher- 
lockian research.

pers are operating under the so-called 
blanket code and are entitled to display the 
Blue Eagle, the specific newspaper code has 
not yet been approved. The point of con- 
tention has been a demand put forward by 
the publishers that their code should con- 
tain the following paragraph: 

“In Submitting this code, or in subscrib- 
ing or assenting thereto, the daily newspa- 
per publishers do not thereby agree to ac- 
cept or to comply with any requirements 
other than those herein contained, or waive 
any right to object to the imposition of any 
further or different requirements that might 
restrict or interfere with the constitutional 
guarantee of the freedom of the press.” 

The authorities in Washington have not 
accepted this paragraph, and a deadlock 
has resulted. 

The general impression is that the news- 
papers have asked the administration to rec- 
ognize their special guarantee under the 
first amendment, which forbids Congress to 
make a law “abridging the freedom ~- of 
speech, or of the press’; that the adminis- 
tration has replied that no such recognition 
is necessary, since it could not if it would 
and would not if it could abridge the free- 
dom of the press; and that the newspapers 
have been retorting: “Why, then, do you 
object to saying so?” 

But a close reading of the proposed para- 
graph will show that it means more than 
that the free expression of opinion shall 
not be interfered with. The vital clauses, 
it seems to me, are those in which the news- 
papers “do not thereby agree to accept or 
comply with any requirements other than 
those” contained in their proposed code, “or 
waive any right to object to the imposition 
of any further requirements.” These clauses 
reject the idea of an evolution and elabora- 
tion of the code, either by act of the Presi- 
dent or on the initiative of any association 
in the newspaper industry. In effect, the 
newspapers say: “We are prepared to ac- 
cept the rules in this code, but we do not 
agree that you can proceed to use codes to 
legislate for the newspaper business.”

In order to appreciate if issue which has 
been raised, it is necessary to realize that 
an NRA code is Federal legislation for a 
particular industry; it is framed by trade 
associations, labor associations and the ex- 
ecutive, and is as enforcible as if it were 
a statufte that had been written by the Con- 
gress of the United States. Mr. Ford, for 
example, though he has never signed a code, 
is subject to the law of the automobile code 


‘precisely as if that code had been passed 


by Congress. A code is, thus, a very strik- 
ing example of the delegation of legislative 
power. 

If I read correctly the paragraph on which 
the newspapers are insisting, it means that 
they refuse to agree that the power to legis- 
late for the newspaper business shall be 
delegated, They are willing to subject them- 
selves to a particular set of rules, but not 
to the principle that the NRA shall go on 
legislating about newspaper publishing. 
This means that, while the newspapers are 
willing to accept certain requirements about 
labor conditions, they really do not wish to 
be brought under the NRA system. In other 
words, they do not wish to have a code in 


Newspapers and NRA 
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the true meaning of the term. It would be 
better if they said so frankly. The issues 
would be clearer if they did. It would be 
much better, in the long run, to take the 
forthright position that newspapers do not 
belong under the code system centemplated 
by the Recovery Act. 

For the code system, as authorized in that 
act, contemplated the setting up of control 
over whole industries. The immediate pur- 
pose of that control is to prevent destruc- 
tive price and wage-cutting; the ultimate 
purpose is to promote balanced, co-ordinat- 
ed and planned managément of whole in- 
dustries. Now, while newspapers are for 
the most part profit-making enterprises, 
their main function, which is to provide 
news and opinion, cannot be brought under 
the conception of industrial planning. At 


least not in a free country. 
. * a 


Thus, for example, it may be wise to say, 
as the administration has recently said, 
that the cotton textile industry should not 
enlarge its plant. That may be good plan- 
ning. But no one can or ought to say that 
a new newspaper should not be started, or 
that two old newspapers should be com- 
bined, as we are saying that two railroads 
should be combined. Competition may be 
wasteful in industry. In newspapers, it is 
the indispensable condition of freedom. The 
industrial philosophy of NRA is, therefore, 
wholly inapplicable to the newspapers. For 
they ought not to be combined. They ought 
not to be co-ordinated. They ought not to 
be set up as public utilities and brought 
within the orbit of government. 

It may be asked: What, concretely, is 
the objection to bringing the newspaper 
press under codes? I know that it has been 
suggested that what the powerful conserva- 
tive publishers really object to are the bet- 
ter wages and hours and the collective bar- 
gaining, not the threat to the freedom of 
the press. For myself, I do not care what 
their motives are. It is not the powerful 
and rich newspapers that are threatened. 
It is the weaker newspapers. If the princi- 
ple of raising costs uniformly is carried 
very far, it is the weaker Newspapers, more 
often than not the liberal and progressive 
newspapers, which will be driven to the 
wall. It is the big newspapers which will 
survive. 

In other words, it will accelerate the pro- 
cess of merger and combination which has 
already, I believe, gone much too far for 
the public good. That is the real danger. 
I am not afraid that the President or Gen. 
Johnson will suppress a newspaper they do 
not like. I am much more afraid that they 
will inadvertently kill a whole lot of news- 
papers they do very much like. For it is a 
fact, and it might as well be recognized, 
that liberal, progressive or radical newspa- 
pers are, on the whole, the least profitable. 
They do not attract the advertiser. It is 
upon the Jjeast profitable newspapers that 
the burden of rising costs falls most heavily. 

What is a free press? Is it one which is 
allowed by law to say what it thinks? Yes. 
But it is also a press which is able to say 
what it thinks. In order to have a press 
able to say what it thinks, there must be 
many newspapers of all shades of opinion, 
not merely a few industrially sound insti-

| Less Forest Fire Loss 


From the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


T NOW seems inevitable that 1933 will 

go down as the most fortunate year in 
history for the national] forests. In addition 
to the constructive work done by the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, fire records for the 
first nine months indicate the lowest per- 
centage loss ever reported. The number of 
fires was 8 per cent less than for the same 
period in 1932, and the area burned over 
is less than one-fourth the five-year average. 
In acreage, this year's fire loss is the lowest 
since 1906, at which time the total area 
of national forests was only a fraction of 
what it is today. : 

This achievement is strikingly set forta 
i» dollars and cents. In the first nine 
months of 1932, it cost $706,112 to fight fires 
iu the national forests. This year, it cost 
cnly $257,199. Last year, the loss in timber 
and buildings, due to fire, was $294,124; this 
year, it was $120,437. In 1931, it cost $3,922,- 
217 to control the fires. And in 1910, one of

ON CHILD LABOR FIGHT 


Amendment Lost in Two States 
Due to Ex-Head of Bar’s 
Opposition. 


Two states rejected the proposed 
child labor amendment this year 
because of the opposition of Clar- 
ence E. Martin, former president 
of the American Bar Association, 
Wiley B. Rutledge, dean of the 


told the League of Women Voters 
yesterday. Martin’s opposition, 
based on State’s rights grounds, 
was presented in a speech given 
here last May. 

‘Martin presented the traditional 


conservative lawyers argument,” 
Rutledge said, “asserting that the 
proposed amendment was an in- 
fringment of State’s rights, an at- 
tack on our Republican institutions, 
and an invasion of the right of the 
ent. 

“At that time the amendment had 
passed in the lower houses of the 
Texas and West Virginia Legisla- 
tures but when it came up for rati- 
fication in the Senate chambers 
the lawyer element, influenced by 
Martin’s speech, defeated it.” 

15 States Have Ratified. 
Nevada and Kansas also rejected 
the amendment this year. Nine 
states ratified it, bringing the to- 
tal number of states which have 
done so to 15. It is now before the 
Missouri Legislature, having been 
introduced in the House by Floor 
Leader Keating. 

“The real significance of the 
amendment,” Rutledge said, “is that 
it will bring to a test the problem 
of whether production for a na- 
tional market shall become sub- 
ject to national legislation. Most of 
the business in which ehild labor is 
employed is business on a national 
scale. Only national legislation can 
deal effectively with national prob- 
lems. 

“The legislation which Congress 
will pass in the event the amend- 
ment is ratified will come up to 
the Supreme Court and then we 
will get a clear cut decision on 
whether or not national power 
must be held equal to national 
problems.’ 

Two Previous Efforts. 

Rutledge told of the two pre- 
vious efforts made by Congress to 
abolish child labor through its pow- 
er to regulate commerce and its 
power to tax. Both of these at- 
tempts were declared unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court. “The 
provisions of these two previous 
child labor decisions,” Rutledge 
said, “will have to be repudiated 
when the court will have to pass 
again on the child labor problem.” 
A skit purporting to give a con- 
versation between Mr. Senator Con- 
servative and Mrs. Voter was given 
at the start of the meeting by Mrs.

sion had been made “following the 
most anxious consideration and with 
much regret.” 

The Admiralty’s announcement 
was received enthusiastically by 
big navy advocates who recently 
have been warning that Great 
Britain was becoming the weak 
sister of the seas instead of its 
mistress as she has been described 
for centuries. 

The Secretariat of the Navy 
League commented on the an- 
nouncement that it was “an indi- 
cation to the public that the ad- 
miralty is watching every develop- 
ment in the naval situation and 
not sitting back in their cheirs.” 

“One hopes,” said the Navy 
League statement, “that this deci- 
sion will not be used by the scare- 
mongers to indicate a likelihood of 


Almost constantly, since Presi- 
dent Roosevelt launched a United 
States naval program under the 
terms of the naval treaty, British 
leaders have shown alarm. 

Stanley Baldwin mentioned the 
situation ,in his speech of Oct. 6 
in Birmingham, and Admirals Beatty 
and Chatfield have raised their 
voices in support of a program for 
building up -the British Navy, 
pointing with concern at the Unit- 
ed States. 

-This campaign reached its high- 
est pitch on the anniversary of the 
Battle of Trafalgar, Oct. 21, the 
British Navy day, when both Beat- 
ty and Chatfield spoke in favor of 
the traditional British command of 
the seas. 

In his announcement to the 
House of Commons, Eyres Monsell 
revived the long standing British 
argument over large and small 
cruisers. He pointed out that the 


the terms of the treaty, were quite 
entitled to build the ships which 
those countries had in contempla- 
tion and in.actual construction. 

However, he said, it would be the 
policy of the British Government 
by agreement, to restrict the ves- 
sels of the larger sizes as much as 
possible. 

He recalled that the 1933 pro- 
gram included one cruiser of 7250 
tons and three of 5400 tons, and 
that the Admiralty had decided in 
favor of three larger cruisers 
rather than the four smaller ones 
previously contemplated. 

“The policy of building cruisers 
of comparatively small tonnage,” 
the First Lord said, “has been 
adopted in the hope that other na- 
tions will follow our lead. 

“Also it will be recalled that in 
July, 1932, the United Kingdom 
delegation at Geneva put forward 
proposals for a reduction of fur- 
ther cruisers to 7000 tons, with a 
maximum gun caliber of 6.1 in the 
hope that this would be generally 
accepted. 

“Unfortunately neither of these 
hopes has been realized. 

“In 1931 Japan laid down two 
cruisers of 8500 tons, reputed to 
mount 15 six-inch guns. 

“It is learned she is now laying 
down two more of the same dimen- 
sions and that the construction of 
yet another two, making six in all, 
is projected. 

“The United States also has al- 


.|ready announced an intention .of 


building four cruisers of 10,000 tons 
each, with’ 15 six-inch guns. 

“If, therefore, our program ... 
should be carried out, the new 
cruisers would be definitely inferior 
to those being developed by other 
powers. 

“As the House is aware, how- 
ever, our total cruiser tonnage is 
limited by the London Naval 
Treaty. 

“The result is that we have been 
on the horns of a dilemna. If we 
proceeded with our original pro- 
gram, all the cruisers we should be 
building would be definitely in- 
ferior to certain of the cruisers be- 
ing built by other powers. 
to build any cruisers comparable 
with those vessels we must reduce 
our number from four to three.” 

The first lord proceeded with 
the announcement of a revised pro- 
gram providing, among other de- 
tails, for two 9000-ton vessels.

ROOSEVELT AND SMITH 
HAVE A ‘PLEASANT VISIT’ 


New York Wonders If New City Al- 
. liance Was Formed; Al’s Friend 
Gets Appointment. 

By tbe Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Alfred E. Smith 
had a “nice pleasant visit” last eve- 
ning at the White House and ttiere 
Was speculation today about an al- 
liance for a new deal in New York 
Democracy. 

It was just tea and cake at the 
Executive Mansion as the President 
received Smith and John J. Ras- 
kob. But before the guests arrived 
the President appointed James J. 
Hoey as Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue in New York. Hoey was floor 
manager for Smith in the 1928 
Democratic Convention. He left 
Tammany Hall to run with Joseph 
V. McKee in opposition to Tazn- 
many in the recent New York mu- 
nicipal contest. Smith supported 
Hoey and did not give public back- 
ing to Tammany. Neither did the 
aids of President Roosevelt. 

“We had a nice pleasant visit,” 
said Smith as he walked from the 
White House. 

Smith was installed last night as 
a member of the Board of Trustees 
of Catholice University. He waa 
given the oath by William Cardinal 
O’Connell, Archbishop of Boston. 
Smith, in an address delivered at 
a reception for Bishop James <i. 
Ryan, rector of the university, said 
the Catholic University of Amer- 
ica “has been a great asset to our 
nation.” “I believe,” he said, “that 
@ person cannot be a good Catholic 
and a bad citizen.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—Edward N. 
Hurley, who was head of the Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board during 
the World War, died last night of 
leucemia, a disease marked by an 
oversupply of white corpuscles in 
the blood, complicated by the sud- 
den development of pneumonia. He. 
was stricken a few days ago after 
returning from Miami, Fla., and 
Washington. He was 69 years old. 

He was moved yesterday after- 
noon from his home to a hospital 

He had contracted a cold while 
in Florida, and after his return to 
Chicago had kept to his bed. His 
iliness, however, was not at first 
considered serious. 

His four children were present 
in the hospital when he died. They 
are Edward N. Hurley Jr., Ray- 
mond J. Hurley, Mrs. Helen Hur- 
ley Ryan and John N. Hurley. His 
second wife, the former Florence 
Agnes Amberg, was killed in an 
automobile accident several months 
ago. His first wife died more than 
30 years ago. - 


Began as Railroad Fireman; Head- 
ed Ship Board During War. 
Edward N. Hurley became na- 
tionally prominent first as a mem: 
ber of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion in 1913, later becoming its 
chairman. Because of private busi- 
ness, he resigned from Government 
service in February, 1917, only to 
be called back a few months later 
by President Wilson to head _ the 

Shipping Board. 

The United States then was at 
war. There was the greatest need 
to send men and supplies to the 
aid of the allied forces. President 
Wilson summoned his new shipping 
chief and said: “Hurley, we must 
go the limit.” And go the limit 
he did. 

How he succeeded was sum- 
marized in a letter he _ received 
from President Wilson after he 
completed his work. 

Mr. Hurley, the President wrote, 
“served the country with distinc- | 
tion in these difficult times. No one 
ever served his country’s interests 
more devotedly than you did, and 
personally I am deeply grateful to 
you.” 

He also received the  Distin- 
guished Service Medal, the honor 
being conferred on him for “excep- 
tional meritorious service in con- 
nection with the shipment of 
troops and supplies.” Allied na- 
tions gave him high honors. 

When the Insull crash came he 
was appointed co-receiver for the 
giant Middlewest Utilities Co. to 
aid in salvage of assets for the 
thousands of investors. 

Chairman of the Hurley Machine 
Co., he long was active in manu- 
facturing, transportation and utility 
ventures. He was a director of sev- 
eral automobile concerns, utilities, 
railroads, traction companies, 
steamship lines and banks. 

Born in Galesburg, [ll., Mr. Hur- 
ley started work after a common 
school education as a fireman on 
the Burlington Railroad. During the 
railway strike of 1888 he went East 
to work for a Philadelphia firm 
selling railroad supplies. It was 
there that he became interested in 
inventions and that interest later 
started him as a manufacturer. 

A chance walk down a Chicago 
street where he met Mart Kimman, 
a friend of the early days of rail- 
roading, was the turning point of 
his life. Kimman confided that he 
ard his brother had invented a pis- 
tol air drill and asked Mr. Huriey 
t~ help market it.

By the narrow margin of a single 
point in a 7-6 decision, Washing- 
ton University last night retained 
its freshman football champion- 
ship, defeating the first-year elev- 
en from St. Louis University be- 
fore 4500 persons at Francis Field. 
A 15-yard dash off tackle by Half- 
back Downing in the second period 


scored the St. Louis touchdown, 
the try-for-point kick being blocked 
and, in the third period, a short 
pass, Ozement to Brungard, count- 
ed the Washington touchdown, 
Londy making good on the extra 
point place-kick for the winning 
point. 

The young Billikens, according to 
the statistics, played what seems 
to be the “1933 Notre Dame sys- 
tem.” That is, they made 14 first 
downs to Washington’s five and, 
from scrimmage, gained 220 yards 
to 94, but succeeded in losing the 
game. 

Fumble Changes Things. 

One fumble changed the entire 
complexion of the game, for, in 
the first,two périods, there was ..0 
questi of the superiority of the 
St. Louis\eleven. They gathered 
10 first downs while the young 
Bears failed to make one and, from 
scrimmage, the kid _ Billikens 
gained 144 yards, while the Bear- 
Cubs were collecting but 19. 

It was toward the end of the sec- 
ond period that the first score was!

‘SHOESTRING’ OPERATORS 
AND SHAUGHNESSY PLAN 
OPPOSED BY BRAMHAM 


By the Associated Press. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 15.—Op- 
position to the Shaughnessy plan of 
deciding league championships and 
the “shoestring” baseball operator 
was expressed today by William G. 
Bramham, president of the Nation- 
al Association of Professional Base- 
ball Leagues, in the President’s an- 
nual report. 

Bramham, reporting at the Minor 
League Association’s annual con- 
vention, severely criticised club of- 
ficials for ignoring the organiza- 
tion’s rules. He mentioned particu- 
larly “secret agreements” between 
our own members.” 

The association president called 
the “shoestring” operators “the 
greatest hazard confronting the 
game.” 

“These men have no funds with 
which to operate,” he said. “They 
play upon the civic pride of com- 
munities and their love of the sport 
to raise funds through civic organi- 
zations for training expenses, which 
are seldom paid from the funds so 
raised, stall off players and other 
creditors, fatten their own coffers, 
then throw up the franchise, bur- 
dening good territory with liens, 
payments of which prospective new 
owners are unwilling to assume. 

“I shall offer an amendment to 
the national association agreement 
which will provide that no operator 
of a franchise under the protection 
of this association shall be eligible 
to again operate a franchise until 
such operator has liquidated the 
claims he has created in territory 
so operated.” 

Concerning the much debated 
chain store system, Bramham as- 
serted that “the ideal assistance to 
be rendered the minors by the ma- 
jors is a stipulated sum to be paid 
in cash with the right of selection 
by the aiding club of a player or 
players from the roster of the club 
aided. This permits the continued 
existence of civic pride and neigh- 
borly jealousies, so absolutely es- 
sential to the growth and perpet- 
uation of the game, especially in 
our “B,” “C” and “D”  classifica- 
tions. 

“The situation of which we com- 
plain has been through our own 
procurement and acquiesence and 
has resulted in vested property and 
franchise rights which now close 
the doors to debate insofar as these 
particular franchises are con- 
cerned.”

VERTHELESS, the tax is

Income is limited 
to the 25-cent pieces received for 
registration cards, to fees from 
member clubs and to the promo- 
tion of a few tournaments.

CHAMPAIGN, IIL, Nov. 15.—Aft- 
er Notre Dame lost to Navy for its 
third defeat in a row the question 
was gravely asked, “Is the Notre 
Dame system wearing out?” 

This is just as silly, in my opin- 
ion, as the other extreme which 
was that the Irish system was the 
most perfect known to the game. 

After all, what is a “system?” 
Merely a method of selecting meth- 
ods that will get the utmost out of 
the material avail- 
able to a coach. 
In this game for- 
tunately there are 
often several ways 
of doing the same 
thing successful- 
ly.

People who talk loosely about 
systems seem to forget that no 
coach has any secrets from his ri- 
vals and that there are no copy- 
rights in football. If there was any 
special magic about any one par- 
ticular brand, every coach in the 
United States would be using it. 

Warner at Pittsburgh and Stan- 
ford, Rockne at Notre Dame, Stagg 
at Chicago, Yost at Michigan, How- 
ard Jones at Southern California, 
Wade at Alabama and others had 
highly-developed systems which 
were extremely successful, but no 
two of them coached alike. 

A coach must cut his cloth to suit 
his material. He cannot take an 
offense constructed for a team 
that has a great triple-threat per- 
former who can run, kick and pass 
and succeed with it when all his 
backs are truck-horses. In spite 
of this, some coaches, even if their 
material is not adapted to the style 
that is used at the moment by win- 
ning teams, will try to adopt it. 

The Notre Dame offense calls for 
four fast backs and two fast guards. 
If you have two fast backs and two 
slow ones, it will not win for you. 
In the days of Grange at [linois, 
Red was our only running back, so 
it was necessary to devise what is 
now generally known as the 
“Grange offense,” running him to 
the right or left with Wallie Mc- 
Iiwain blocking for him. If we 
had possessed two good running 
backs we would have used another 
style. 

How About Michigan System? 

The Warner two-wing back sys- 
tem calls for a great plunging and 
throwing fullback. In 1927, 1928 
and 1929, when Illinois won two 
championships and was runner-up 
the third year, we had no fullbacks 
who could throw or plunge, so we 
varied the offense by placing the 
thrower behind the fullback. 

If we had attempted to slavishly 
follow the typical Warner system, 
we would never have succeeded, for 
our material was not adapted to it. 

Not until this year has there been 
much hullabaloo made about the 
Michigan system, which has been 
somewhat successful, if you ask 
me. And it has largely depended 
upon having good punters and pass- 
ers. When the time comes they 
have neither punters nor passers 
at Ann Arbor, they will have to cut 
their cloth some other way. 

When Notre Dame was winning 
with its system, other teams were 
losing with it, which brings me 
back to my starting point. 

I shall give my idea of the best 
system—one that will never lose a 
game, no matter whether it is pat- 
terned after Notre Dame, Michi- 
pan, Illinois or any other style. 

It is a team of eleven men who 
ran run faster, tackle harder, block 
hetter, kick farther and jump high- 
er than their opponents.

Question—Isn’t it all right to roll 
the ball for the 4-7 pins from the 
spot you use for your first ball, 
just slanting it a little more?—A. G. 

Answer—Yes, you can do that. 
An objection, however, is that you 


don’t roll the ball from the same 
spot on all alleys,, and this makes 
varying angles to shoot the 47, 
whereas if you shoot directly from 
the right-hand corner, the angle is 
always the same. 

Question—I use a three-step de- 
livery, but the ball seems to drag 
from the second step and I some- 
times release it almost two feet 
back of the foul line. How can I 
correct this? MRS. 8. A. 

Answer—It is, of course, not pos- 
sible to tell exactly what you are 
doing without seeing you bowl, but 
I suggest that you be careful not 
to bend your right knee and get 
down to the alley on your second 
step. Your first two steps should 
be natural and upright strides, with 
perhaps a slight bend at the hips 
on your second step. Do not bend 
your knees way Aown until you de- 
liver the ball on the third step. 

Question—Do you think that 
bowling is good for neuritis in the 
arms? MRS. H. E. D. 

Answer—Numerous bowlers with 
this condition have told me that 
bowling helps them. 

Question—I am left-handed, but 
feel that perhaps it would be better 
to bowl right-handed, as I carn use 
my right hand fairly well.

Answer—By all means bow! left- 
handed. There are hundreds and 
hundreds of bowlers who use their 
left hands, and their game is just 
as effective as a  right-hander’s 
game with the right hand.

Wife of President Tells of An- 
nual Visit to Warm Springs 
Where He Regained Health.

President and Mrs. Roosevelt will 
spend the Thanksgiving holidays at 
Warm Springs, Ga. The President 
was instrumental in establishing 
Warm Springs as a retreat for suf- 
ferers from infantile paralysis, af- 
ter he was stricken with the dis- 


ease in 1921. 
Mrs. Roosevelt told yesterday of 
the annual adventure. On her lap 


lay a telegram giving details of a 
benefit concert to be held in Car- 


negie Hall, New York, Dec. 8 to 
raise funds for furnishing Georgia 
Hall, a new building at Warm 
Springs by the State of Georgia. 

The President will start South on 
Friday and she will join him on 
Thanksgiving day. 

She described Warm Springs as 
he first found it, “a run-down sum- 
mer resort, with an out-of-door pool 
bordered with bath-tub kind of 
things and an old-fashioned hotel.” 

She told how he found healing in 
its waters, and, giving a great deal 
of his own money, started the cen- 
ter where other sufferers could be 
helped. 

“There’s a buoyancy in that pool 
that I have never felt in any other 
water,” she said. “A child learns 
to swim in no time, even though 
without the use of his legs, or his 
arms. In infantile paralysis cases 
it is important that no exercise be 
taken until the pain all goes, and 
then to exercise under water, which 
takes the weight off.” 

On Thanksgiving the President 
meets with the board in charge of 
the springs and plans for the care 
of patients who can only pay part. 

She told how last Thanksgiving 
day she sat across the table from 
a little boy, whose parents, having 
taken their five years’ savings, $44, 
to buy him braces, “just couldn’t 
do any more.” The Warm Springs 
experts looked him over, said that 
with six months there he could 
walk without braces, and some- 
how the money was raised. The 
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end of tie six months found him 
walking wtihout braces, but he was 
warned that what had been gained 
would be lost unless he could stay 
another half year. And at that 
very Thanksgiving table, Mrs. 
Roosevelt said, the money was 
raised.

Vitamin D and Tooth 
Decay 
ENTAL caries, or decay of the 
D teeth, has been with some justi- 
fication called a disease of civi- 
lized races, although it has been 
known for many thousands of 
years. 

The Egyptians practiced den- 
tistry, even to the point of filling 
cavities with gold leaf, but it is only 
in recent years that any promising 
work has been done to uncover 
the causes of decay. 

Today we know that diet, orel 
hygiene, general health and age 
affect the health of the teeth. It 
is as yet, however, undetermined 
which of these factors is the most 
important, though evidence points 
to diet. 

Experimental study of caries, 
bcth in the United States and En- 
gland, has shown clearly that diet 
has a most profound effect upon 
the growth and the subsequent re- 
sistance to diseases of the teeth. 

Recently a number of experi- 
ments were conducted to determine 
the effect of vitamin D on tooth 
decay. 

Since the absence of vitamin D 
is known to contribute to the de- 
velopment of rickets, two compar- 
eble groups of children between the 
ages of 6 and 10 were studied, one 
group showing the evidences of 
rickets, the other being free from 
this condition. 

It was found that in the rachitic 
group—that afflicted with rickets— 
the teeth were poorly developed, 
whereas in the non-rachitic group 
the teeth were better developed. 

On the other hand, when a com- 

parison was made on the preva- 
lence of decay, it was found that 
both groups were fairly compara- 
ble, as much decay affecting the 
teeth of both groups. 
' Despite this last evidence, it ap- 
pears that a diet deficient in vita- 
min D is a contributing factor to 
the development of caries. 

The tooth, when it is full grown 
ar.d has a completely formed cov- 
ering of enamel, without pits or 
fissures, is known to resist decay 
much more effectively than the 
poorly developed tooth.

South dealt and passed—had he 
bid now, he could not have made 
any move later. West passed, North 
bid a diamond. Opponents never 
bid. South, one spade. Now North 
made a grand bid—four spades. 
This Johnny correctly interpreted 
as meaning, “I really have a spade 
bid myself; at least, dismiss all 
worries about the weakness of your 
spade suit, as I have tremenduus 
high-card trump support for you. 
Also, my diamond bid was a good 
one and my hand indicates that we 
are unlikely to be set at four spades 
even if your hand is little better 
than your spade suit.” Johnny now 
bid six spades, realizing that ris 
high red cards supplied the slam 
element; while ability to win at 
least the second round of clubs if 
that suit were opened controlled 
the timing of the hand. “Double” 
by West, never doubting that his 
king of trumps would win a trick 
in addition to the ace of clubs. “Re- 
double” by Wernher, North, eertain 
that the doubler held the king of 
spades and knowing that card to be 
trapped. 


The Play. 


West opened a diamond, rightly 
refusing to jeopardize his king of 
hearts or to risk an immediate ruff 
of the ace of clubs. South won 
with the ace and took a_ spade 
finesse. When East showed out of 
spades, Johnny saw that his prob- 
lem was to get back to his hand 
often enough to catch the king of 
trumps without losing more than 
one trick in the process. Both 
from the double and from the lead, 
he felt that West held the king of 
hearts. The double definitely 
marked him with the ace of clubs. 
If he also held the queen of clubs, 
the slam could not be made; but 
if, that queen were in East’s hand, 
the best chances of getting in was 
plainly to force out the ace of 
clubs and get in with a second 
club lead. Declarer, therefore, led 
the jack of clubs. Hast wisely did 
not cover; West unwisely, as it 
turned out, won this first club lead 
with the ace and returned a dia- 
mond.’ Winning in dummy, South 
regained the lead with the club 
and finessed spades again. For the 
last time he re-entered his hand, 
with the ace of hearts, and was 
now able to capture the trump 
king. Now all North’s cards are 
good except /the remaining hearts, 
for whith _South still has a trump, 
having got rid of the queen of 
hearts on the good diamond. If 
North is the first to bid spades, he 
will not be doubled and, conse- 
quently, will not be tipped off how 
to play the hand for six-odd. 
Further, West, seeing the doubleton 
club in dummy, will probably stay 
off the first club lead.

Gold Melters’ Pots in St. Louis

of their old jewelry. After several 
days she decided to sell the buyer a 
pair of old earrings and a brooch. 
This jewelry has been made in 
Switzerland by her great grand- 
father a hundred and sixty-five 
years ago, as an engagement gift 
to his bride. The soft-hearted gold 
buyer (and there are many of 
them) found a collector who bought 
the jewelry and who now has it on 
display. . 

The widow of a missionary tear- 
fully sold a collection of 17 gold 
medals that had been presented to 
her husband at various times. The 
most treasured one she explained 
came from a religious association in 
New York and was awarded her 
husband for spreading the gospel 
in Africa.

J. HAUSER, 115 North Elev- 
enth street, refiner and dealer 
says his business has in- 
creased 35 per cent and the dozen 
old gold buyers have increased to 
more than 100 since the price ad- 
vanced. Many persons bring their 
old gold direct to Mr. Hauser, who 
also has many interesting stories, 
for he has been in this business for 
24 years. A connoisseur, he always 
tries to find a market for antique 
jewelry as he dislikes melting

beautiful hand wrought pieces for 
the little gold to be obtained. 

Hauser said that it had been his 
experience that the majority of 
wedding rings were sold by divor- 
cees. Many women come to him to 
sell their weddin_ rings, but some- 
how they lose their nerve or think 
it will bring them “bad luck” and 
depart with the ring. He has box 
after box of old jewelry. Dipping 
into one he brought forth a hand- 
ful of old watch cases, optical 
frames, a baby’s necklace of gold 
beads and a crucifix. He also re- 
covers gold from dental scrap, book 
binders, 
painters who use gold leaf. 

It was interesting to see what 
really became of all this old tar- 
nished and broken jewelry. After 
it is weighed and bought it is 
melted and flaked; it is then put in- 
to King’s water, which dissolves the 
The gold then becomes a 
liquid and is filtered; the silver 
chloride remains in the filters and 
with a special solution the gold is 
precipitated. The gold in a chloride 
stage, is dried and put into a cru- 
cible. It ‘is then placed in a fur- 
nace 1800 degrees; it starts melting 
and finally goes back into metallic 
form. The gold is then 999 plus or 
24 carat. 

Thepsilver chloride is treated and 
refined and made into silver and 
platinum chloride is recovered and 
refined and made into five per. cent 
and 10 per cent. iridium platinum. 
This is used in making wedding 
and engagement rings. Copper, zinc, 
tin and other base metals go up in 
fumes.
